Museum trades for half-track 


Nazi truck arrives here

After a 50-year wait, Nazi 
Germany finally got to invade the 
United States. 

At least one of their trucks 
made it. 

Last week the newest addition 
to the Armed Forces Museum of 
St. Louis — a 
Czechoslovakian-made version of 
a Nazi half-track — arrived at the 
museum’s home at the Charles 
Melvin Price Support Center in 
Granite City. ; 

It joins about 80 other vehicles 
at the museum, ranging from a 
Vietnam War-era Cobra gunship 
to early versions of the jeep. 

The half-track came to the 
museum as part of a trade that 
included a German tank killer (a 
small, lightly armored tank best 


used to ambush real tanks), a 
Canadian self-propelled gun and + 
cash. 

Museum member and vehicle 
collector Terry Johns of 
Florissant, Mo., said the vehicle 
came from a Louisville, Ky., 
collector who bought it from 
dealers in England. 

Those dealers obtained the 
vehicle by- going to 

slovakia and purchasing it 
after the communist government 
fell di the 1980s. 

The half-track — an 
armor-plated vehicle with rear 
treads like a tank and front 
wheels like an ordinary truck — 
was the forerunner of today’s 
armored personnel carriers. It 
was widely used by both sides 
during World War IT. 

The original half-tracks evolved

The convicted leader of an 
illegal gambling and racketeer- 
ing ring in the Metro East was 
sentenced late Friday after- 
noon to 15 years in a federal 
prison. 

And B&H Vending, the com- 
pany through which the illegal 
gambling was facilitated, was 
ordered to forfeit $7.5 million. 

Thomas Venezia, 52, of 
Belleville, was sentenced’ Fri- 
day by U.S. District Judge Wil- 
liam Stiehl to serve 180 months 
in a federal prison, Venezia 
was also fined $17,500, although 
his attorney, Michael Metnick, 
insists that Venezia has no 
assets left. 

Metnick, who asked to be 
allowed to remove himself 
from the case, also asked that 
a notice of appeal be filed. 

Stiehl characterized the ille- 
gal operation as ‘‘an evil 
empire’’ that fed the greed of 
Venezia. and others and cor- 
rupted those it touched, includ- 
ing local government officials 

Washington Park and 
O’Fallon and even the court 
system in St. Clair County. 

“It has been like a cancer in 
this community,’’ Stiehl said of 
the operation. 

“We feel very much vindi- 
cated by what has happened 
today,’ said U.S. Attorney 
Charles Grace, who had 
refused to comment on the 
matter since indictments were 
issued in 1994.

Venice’s cost 
to repair sewers 
put at $80,000

The city of Venice will have 
to come up with approximately 
$80,000 in matching funds to 
repair damage to the city’s 
sewer system caused by the 
flood of 1995. 

Repairs on four of the eight 
breaks have already been 
approved for matching funds 
by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. FEMA 
had requested more informa- 
tion on the other breaks. On 
approved repairs, FEMA will 
Pay 75 percent of the cost. 

At’ Tuesday’s Venice City 
Council meeting, Tom Klasner 
and Bill Baudendistel of 
Juneau Associates said repair- 
ing eight breaks will cost 
approximately $330,000. After 
making a short presentation, 
they asked the council for 

tion. 

Baudendistel said the city’s 
options were to repair all the 
breaks, prioritize them or do 
nothing. 


One of their suggestions was 
to apply for a low-interest loan 
from Madison County Commu- 
nity Development. They also 
said some of the cost might be 

aid using motor fuel tax 
‘unds. 

Baudendistel said if the city 
chooses to do nothing and the 
damage becomes’ worse, 
FEMA will probably not 
approve any funds for repairs. 

Most of the breaks are in the 
southern part of the city, with 


three on Third Street. 

_ ‘*There was significant 
impact on the sewer system in 
Venice,” Baudendistel said. 

The flood of 1993 created 
similar problems with the sew- 
er system. 

_Two separate breaks were 
bid in two arate packages. 

The low bid for repairs on 
the first pace e — three 
breaks on and one 
in an alley between Weber and 
Kerr streets — was Keller 
Construction Co. of Edwards- 
ville at $198,370. 

Low bid on the second pak: 
age — the alley between i 
and Fourth streets, the alley 
between Douglas and Calhoun 
streets, the intersection of 
Klein and Washington, and the 
alley between Jefferson and 
Washington — was C.D. Peters 
Co. of .Granite City at 
128,046.50 

Baudendistel said obtaining a 
loan from MCCD is probably 
the most “realistic’’ option. 

““We hope to have an answer 
to that in the very near 
future,”’ he said. 

If approved, the three per- 
cent loan would have to be 
paid back in seven years. 


It would cost the city 
approximately $1,000 per 
month. 


“There is not grant money 
available from Madison County 
or anybody else we can think 
of,’’ he said 

Mayor Tyrone Echols told 
the two to prepare the loan 
application and to prioritize 
the repairs.

from a U.S.-made military scout car, one ot the few weapon or 
vehicle designs the Nazi government copied from the United 
States, according to museum members. t 

“It’s a post-war copy; the Czechs kept making German-style 
half-tracks after the war,” Johns said cf their latest aati 
es: not beyond possibility that it’s a rebuilt German half- 

ack.”" 

He said there have been some modifications from the original 
German design. Those include a diesel engine, gun firing ports 
on the side and an armor-plated top: 

“All armored personnel carriers after World War II were 
closed,’’ he said. ‘It had to do with survivability during a nucle 
ar war. If you were open, you were dead.” 

When the half-track arrived, Johns and a few other museum 
members took it for a test drive. 

Cramped, noisy and spouting exhaust fumes, the vehicle was 
driven around the concrete-paved area around the museum. 
Members riding in it said the treads would have destroyed an 
asphalt road. 

“It drives terrible, worse than my tank,” Johns said. ‘It’s got 
a steering wheel, but that’s only for minor turns; then you have 
to reach down and stab at the steering levers. They’re sitting 
there like an emergency brake.on a car.”” 

The vehicle is worth about $12,000. Johns said an original 
German-made half-track would be worth much more, and can- 
not be found. 

It will be on display at the museum, and will also be used in 
World War II re-enactments and parades. 

Retired Civil Air Patrol Capt. Carol Venable, the museum’s 
director, said keeping the equipment at the museum is impor- 
area especially now that the World War II veterans are getting 
older. 

_ “We found out through re-enaeting that;memories were fad- 
ing,’’ he said. ‘‘We decided we had better draw a line someplace 
and save the equipment.” 

Most of their items are obtained during what Venable calls 
“safaris.”” 

“‘We hear rumors about where they are and go out and literal- 
ly do the detective work to track them down,” he said. 

In most cases, vehicles offered for sale through dealers are 
too expensive. i 

“When something comes into the museum like this, it’s almost 
like a new adopted child in the family, and there is great 
jubilation,’’ Venable said. ‘‘Tt’s an excellent learning experience 
to see the equipment that made our world a free place today.”’

The museum has been housed at the Charles Melvin Price 
Support Center in Granite City for the past eight years. Before 
that, it was at Lambert-St. Louis International Airport. It was 
forced to move during an expansion project 

The museum has about 80. vehicles and is the only one in the 
country with’ all three jeep prototypes, Venable said. 

Officially known as the 1/4-ton reconnaissance vehicle at the 
time of its development, it was nicknamed the jeep by engi- 
neers. 

While the source of the name is still debated, Venable says he 
believes it was named after Eugene the Jeep in the Popeye 
cartoons. 

The museum also has the first Cobra gunship and one of the 
tow remaining UH-1 ‘‘Huey” helicopters used in the Vietnam 

‘ar. 

He said most were either shot down during the war or aban- 
doned when the U.S. pulled out. 

The museum also has the 14th M-60 tank made, he said 

“The hull and turret were cast in Granite City,’ he said. ‘'St. 
Louis has a great connection with manufacturing the finest mil- 
itary equipment in the world.’’ 

Most .— approximately 80 percent — of the vehicles are in 
workin; condition, he said. Another 10 percent are being 
restored, and the rest cannot be fixed. 

He said Terry Johns of Florissant, Mo., does much of the 
restoration. He noted that Johns is something of a perfectionist.

“We have the tank trails here at the base that we can drive 
around on,” Venable said. 





Once Johns finished working on a Canadian vehicle and Vena- 
ble noticed the white star — the U.S. symbol placed on all allied 
vehicles — was crooked. 

“I asked and he said, ‘Oh yes, during World War II the 
British resented putting the white star on their equipment, so 
the Canadians put their star on crooked,’’’ Venable said.

“I’m the tour director,” he said. “Anybody can give me a 
call. ’'l come over one on one or a bus load, truckload or 
whatever. 

“In good weather someone is here all the time,’’ he added. 

He said the group is also looking for volunteers. 

“When we started, we had one jeep and 17 drivers; now we 
have 17 jeeps and just a few drivers,’” he said.

. SPRINGFIELD — The Madison County Board could place a 
s binding referendum on the ballot to cap property taxes under 
legislation that advanced last week in the Illinois Senate. 
dison County would be one of 39 counties statewide covered 
by a bill sponsored by Sen. Dave Syverson, R-Rockford, that 
was endorsed by the Senate Revenue Committee Thursday and 
now goes before the full Senate. 

The Senate passed identical legislation last spring but it was 
stalled in the House, 

It would authorize the referendums at any election if approved 
by a majority of county board members. The affected counties 
are those whose current equalized assessed valuation is above 
the 1983 level. 

Many Downstate counties have had declines in their property 

tax bases since 1983. 
If approved by voters, the caps would apply to all taxing 
districts that lie wholly within the couniy. The governing bodies 
of multiple-county districts, such as Belleville Area College, for 
example, would decide themselves whether to pose a tax cap 
referendum to their residents. 

Property tax caps are currently in effect in the six counties in 
the Chicago metropolitan area. 

The caps limit increases in property tax extensions to 5 per- 
cent a year or the_rate of inflation, whichever is less. 

They have drawn objections from many school districts in the 
Chicago metro area .

Earnings rule helps some retirees 


By Bill Hunot 

Q. I am thinking of taking my husband’s Social Security in 
September on my 60th birthday as a . Sinte I have had 
two different answers to my question, maybe you can clear it up 
Son ane When? xetine tn Seplember Oo sey) waees Carper we 
that time count toward my it of $8,280 for the year? __ 

A. All of your 1996 earnings count against the $8,280 limit. 
‘That includes the money you earn before you apply for benefits, 
and the money you earn before you turn 60. 
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If that was the end of the story, you would lose $1 of 
Social Security benefits for every $2 you earn over the imil, and 
you would wait several months for your first Social Security 
check. But there is more. a 

Many people, like you, retire in mid year after 
earn i more than the afnual earnings limit. That’s why there is 
a pocteerals et ape i for one year, usually the 
first year you draw Securit its. Under this special 
rule, called the monthly earnings it, you can get a Social 
Security check for any month you are retired even if your 
earnings are well over the annual limit. 

Under the monthly rule, you receive a full Social Security 
check if you earn $690 or less in a month. You lose your full 
check for any month you earn $691 or more. 

In 1996, the first year of your retirement, Social Security will 
pay you using the annual rule or the monthly rule, whichever is 
more advantageous to you. In 1997 and later, you can use only 
the annual rule. 

@. My husband is 60 years old. He has been on Social Security 
for about seven years. My question: When he reaches 62 or 65, 
does he still get Social Security disability cliecks, or will he 
begin getting his regular Social Security? We are sure that his 
disability checks will be iter. 

A. When your husband reachés his ‘full retirement age” — 
currently 65 — he will Soy begin receiving Social 
Security retirement benefits instead of Social Security disability. 
Those retirement benefits won't be any more or any less than 
his current benefit. Social Security disability benefits equal full 
retirement benefits. 

If your husband still Sets paper checks (instead of direct 
deposit) he’ll notice a c! age in the wording on the check (but 
not the amount). And any future letters he gets from Social 
Security will come from a different address. Otherwise, you 
won't notice any change. 

Q. I'll be 70 in 1996 and plan to continue working. Will I have 
to continue to report my earnings to Social Security? 

A. People who are 70 or older are exempt from Social 
Security’s earnings limits. In the year you turn 70, you can earn 
up to $11,520 in the months before you attain 70 and still get all 
of your Social Security for the year. You do not have to report if 
you are 70 or older year.

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Salukis sputter 
to losing season 


Dawg Gone! What a lousy 
basketball season it was for 
the Southern Illinois 
University-Carbondale men's 
Salukis. 


How bad? Worse than the 
11-18 overall record or 4-14 
last-place finish in the 
Missouri Valley Conference. 


Consider the consecutive 
streaks that ended with the 
1995-96 season; 1. Three MVC 
Tournament championships 
and NCAA Tournament bids; 
2. Nine seasons of MVC 
Tournament appearances; 3. 
Seven seasons of postseason 
play — either NCAA or 
National Invitation Tourney; 4. 
Four 20-win or better seasons; 
5. Seven winning records — 
1989-95; and 6. Ten seasons 
with at least one first-team 
all-conference selection. 

All that, not to mention this 
SIUC team shot just 39.5 
percent from the field for the 
season and wasn’t much better 
in home games for the second 
worst field goal percentage in 
the 32-year history of the SIU 
Arena. 

In their second to last game 
of the season, a 96-64 blowout 
at Evansville, the Salukis were 
at their worst with 27 of 69 
shooting (39 percent) including 
just 21 points from their 
outstanding sophomore guard 
tandem of Troy Hudson and 
Shane Hawkins. 

Hudson was 9-for-19 and 
Hawkins 1-for-9 at Evansville, 
where the 32-point defeat was 
the worst MVC loss in Rich 
Herrin’s 11 seasons as the 
Salukis’ head coach. 

How bad were the Salukis? 
At Evansville, they were 
outrebounded 35-28 — not an 
imposing difference, except 
that 6-foot-7 freshman reserve 
James Watts led SIUC with 
five. 

The Salukis’ eighth MVC 
road loss in nine games led to 
more than dismay. Within four 
days of the rout, it took a story 
written by Phil Weaner of the 
Southern Illinoisan to dispel a 
rumor that Hawkins, the 
former Pinckneyville High 
all-stater, was transferring to 
Evansville. 

While Hawkins finished with 
a 12.4 points per-game average 
and Hudson was at 21.3 points 
per game in his first season 
since transferring from 
Missouri, neither would appear 
to be a good fit for Evansville, 
where coach Jim Crews has all 
three of his starters in a 
three-guard offense returning. 

“Some of it (the rumors) 
just has to do with the end of a 
frustrating season,” Hawkins 
was quoted as saying. ‘“You 
know how that goes. People 
figure something is going to 
happen.” 

“ll be here until they run 
me out of town, I guess,”’ 
Hawkins said with a laugh. 

However, my bet is Herrin, 
who completed his 40th season 
of coaching, will be the center 
of additional rumors. He must 
shore up the middle of an 
offense that loses three seniors 
and be able to provide some 
offensive balance to take the 
pressure off Hawkins and 
Hudson. 

“Run out of town” is a scary 
thought.

Oscar is worried, Nothing new for Oscar. His well bitten 
nails and prematurely furrowed brow reflect his mastery 
of the habit. 

This time, though, Oscar is convinced he has a serious 
problem. Bordering on traumatic. Oscar is getting ready 
to sell his house and it has had termites.

Soil Improvement 


from the experts at 


ast Wednesday's 
column dealt with 
soil and its charac- 
teristics. Since 
most soil contains 
too much sand or clay, it 
needs to be improved. And 
here's exactly how to do it. 


You've probably heard 
the term "pH" numerous 
times. It pops up when talk 
covers shampoo, swim- 
ming pools, etc. It also 
belongs in a discussion of 
soil. It is a numerical value 
between 0 and 14 that 
describes the degree of 
acidity or alkalinity of 
something. And today's 
something js soil. A read- 
ing of 7.0 is neutral, any- 
thing below that is acidic 
and anything above it is 
alkaline. Some people refer 
to alkaline as “sweet.” 


Most of the nutrients 
that reside in soil are avail- 
able to plants when the 
soil's pH is between 6.0 
and 7.0, and not surpris- 
ingly, most plants grow 
best in that pH range. 
Some plants prefer soil 
slightly higher or lower, 
but this is a good general 
range. 


Do-it-yourself soil test 
kits are available at 
Frank's. Most kits come 
with enough supplies to 
test the soil several times. 
If your test indicates that 
the pH is too high or low, 
here's how to adjust it. 


If you need to raise the 
PH, limestone (calcium 
carbonate) or dolomitic 
lime will do the trick. Lime- 
stone is available in three 
forms: pulverized, pellet- 
ized and granular. Pulver- 
ized lime is the fastest 
acting. It can change the 
soil in a few weeks. Yep, 
weeks, that's not a typo. 
Changing the pH of swim- 
ming pool water takes a 
matter of hours, but un- 
fortunately it doesn't work 
that fast with soil 


Pulverized lime is very 
fine, almost like talcum 
powder. It must be applied 
on acalm day or it will 
blow all over the place. 
Pelletized lime is actually 
beads of pulverized lime, 
and it acts almost as fast. 
It's easier to apply, since a 
moderate breeze won't 
send it every which way. 
Granular is the most 
coarse of all, and it's slow- 
acting. It can take months 
to change the soil pH. 
Here's the good part. Its 


effects last longer than 
those of pulverized or pel- 
letized lime. 


Whatever type you wish 
to use, apply it witha 
spreader, following the 
directions on the package. 
Work it into the soil before 
planting. On an existing 
lawn, apply it as you would 
any fertilizer. Work it into 
the soil by lightly raking 
and/or watering. 


If your soil’s pH is too 
high, lowering it is done by 
incorporating organic 
matter such as peat moss 
into it. At planting time, 
use an acidic plant food 
such as Frank's Azalea 
Food. Check the label. . 
you want one designed for 
acid-loving plants. You can 
also apply a sulfur com- 
pound such as aluminum 
sulfate or Ortho Orthorix. 


The effects of organic 
matter last longer than 
those of plant foods and 
sulfur compounds. 


Here are a few tips on 
working with soil. 
* Don't work with soil that 
is too wet. This can 
destroy the soil structure 
and compact pore spaces, 
damaging soil drainage. 
* Don't overwork it. The 
soil, we mean. Too much 
digging, tilling and spading 
breaks apart the particles 
and naturally formed 
clumps. 
* Avoid compacting the 
soil, which will decrease 
pore space, Above all, 
don't park heavy 
equipment on lawns. 
° Make soil improvements 
before planting. The mate- 
rials added to the soil are 
easier to apply and more 
effective when worked into 
the soil beforehand.
